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In response to the Notice of Allowability dated August 8, 2008, Applicant submits these 
contmients on the Examiner's reasons for allowance. 

The Examiner has stated that Chu et al. (US Publication 2002/0034688A1) teaches an 
electrochemical device that comprises metal halide salts and glass. 

As noted in the course of the prosecution, it is respectfully submitted that Chu teaches a 
glassy or polymeric material that may incorporate one of the species (e.g., nitrides, phosphides or 
halides) within its structure. Paragraphs 66 through 69 describe barrier layers composed of glass 
that are doped with various species. Paragraphs 70-72 describe polymeric barrier layers. To the 
extent that these glassy and polymeric barrier layers contain species (e.g., nitrides, phosphides or 
halides) of the precursor materials taught by the present application, those materials are incorporated 
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(e.g., doped or covalently bound) in the structure of the polymer or glass and are not the chemical 
species taught or originally claimed. 

Applicant is grateful for the acknowledgment of allowability of the pending claims. 
However, the amendments made to obtain allowance are without prejudice to the further prosecution 
of any disclosed and/or previously claimed subject matter in a subsequent continuation application. 
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
